Lelter From Red Cross Nurse 
Comes As a Cry on Eve 
of Liberty Loan

These words, written at the front by 
a lied Cross nurse, 
comes

Ana right now as the cry of the wound­ 
ed soldier to those who shall soon have 
an 
opportunity to 
subcrihe 
to

Fourth Liberty Loan. 
The letter was written by Miss M ary 
Cronen, an acquaintance of Mr^, J. H. 
Daugherty of Tustin, to Mrs. Daugher­ 
ty's sister, Miss Grace Phelps, who is 
chief nurse in Base Hospital No. 46, 
France. 
Miss Phelps and Miss Cronen 
went with a hospital unit from Port­ 
land, Oregon, arriving in France the 
middle 
of 
July. 
The 
hospital 
of 
which Miss Phelps is chief nurse had 
2,000 wounded 
soldiers 
in 
it 
when 
last she wrote. 
Miss Cronen was sent 
from that hospital to a hospital at the 
front. 
From nie front she wrote to 
her friend and chief. Miss Phelps. That 
letter, sent on to Mrs. Daugherty, who 
met Miss Cronen in Portland, reads 
as follows: 
“ W e are attached to a field hospital 
and are much nearer the front than we 
ever 
expected 
to 
be. 
Our 
tickets 
were routed through Paris, and as our 
train arrived at its usual time, 1 a. m., 
G hours /late it was necessary to stay 
for the night. 
W e 
came 
onto 
the 
points our tickets indicated next day, 
where we were met by a captain from 
Seattle, Wash., who took us to an em­ 
ergency hospital situated in an old con­ 
vent. 
The nuns wrere still there help­ 
ing. 
This a. m. the captain received 
the orders from headquarters where 
we*were to go and he took us on from 
this point in his car and turned us 
over to the organization. 
“ W e w ent on duty at once, and at 
5:30 we were preparing a ward for 
the night, when Major Joice and three 
nurses were sent on here to assist. 
This is just a clearing station where 
the cases are assorted and sent on. 
Those not being able to go on are 
kept until death comes to their re­ 
lief. 
The first case I attended passed 
within the hour, and grit to the last, 
said goodbye and asked me to write 
to his mother. 
“ This place is an old school build­ 
ing with tents adjoining. 
The nurses 
having billets in a vacant house across 
the street, their blanket rolls contain­ 
ing all their furnishings. 
Three sur­ 
gical teams are on for the night, tak­ 
ing shifts. 
“ This organization expects to evac­ 
uate by Monday or move up to the 
front, the front having moved away I 
since getting settled here. 
t 
“ The nurses told me they cleared j 
1500 cases from here within the la s t' 
few days. 
They expect another con­ 
voy tonight so we have been requested 
to get our rest an<j be ready to jump 
at the first call. 
■“ If you have never smelled gas 
gangrene you have something to live 
for. 
It is the most unholy odor that 
mortal ever smelled. 
‘^Ve are mud to our ankles and dirt 
everywhere. 
Giving a patient a bath 
here is quite out of the question. The 
shock prevents them from getting a 
necessary clean-up. 
W e rigged up a 
shock table today, a stretcher sus­ 
pended on saw bucks, with blankets 
enclosing a lighted lamp underneath, 
which 
warms 
the 
whole 
stretcher.^ 
Some of these poor fellows have been 
buried in mud 
and »these 
glorious 
rains that we experience there soaked 
them to the marrow, and they have j 
lain out there until they were brought 
in today..

“ Arrived safely,” wrote Huff on ar­ 
rival. 
“ Did not 
sight 
any 
subma­ 
rines. 
Had two days of rough weath­ 
er. 
1 felt bad but/was not sick. Did 
not miss any meals. 
It did not take 
long to cross and the trip 
was 
not 
disagreeable. 
It took about the same 
time as your round trip from Kansas 
City. 
Saw some British submarines. 
W ere convoyed by ------. 
You w ill 
receive my card before this arrives. 
This just adds a 
little —news. 
W ill 
write as soon as we are located.” 
Under later dates 
he 
writes 
as 
follows: 
“ Crossed the English Channel hut 
did not get seasick. 
Many did. 
W as 
rough part' of the trip. 
“ The French people receive us with 
smiles. 
It is a very beautiful coun­ 
try. 
Everyone has a garden. 
Season 
is like Middle States. 
“ Rain a little every day or so keeps 
everything green. They raise 
a 
very 
fine looking wheat. The fields are full 
of wild shirley, 
red 
poppies, 
coffee 
flowers of the delicate blue shades, 
and other wild flowers. 
“ Some of the 
houses 
here 
have 
trees trained against 
them, 
mostly 
pear. 
They look like vine's, branches 
all against, the wall, flat. 
“ A ll buildings are of 
stone 
with 
tile roofs or chipped stone cemented 
together. 
“ The country is quite 
hilly 
here. 
The elevation is about (deleted) feet. 
“ The roads are 
of 
crushed 
(by 
hand) or broken stone, packed hard; 
narrower than U. S. roads, (the paved 
part barely wide enough for two to 
pass), but are in good condition on 
each side. 
Smooth 
and 
practically 
every road is improved. 
It has taken 
years to build all these 
roads 
but 
they are of great value. 
Trees are 
planted on both sides of all main and 
most side roads. 
I don’t know how 
old the trees are hut they appear to 
be 15 years or older; ash, some sort 
of cherry, and others. 
“ The farms are very small, running 
from an acre or two to five or ten. 
“ Everyone lives in 
villages. 
The 
villages are only from one to 
two 
miles apart. 
Our nearest village is 
about one and a half miles.
